The Negro Eligibility Question in 
the Supreme Court. 


This most important case was before the 
Supreme Court. yesterday. consuming the 
entire dav, and still unfinished. It was 
ably argued by Col. A. W. Stone and Mr. 
Akerman, for the negro, and Col. Thos. E. 
.lMJoyd and Col. Julian Hartridge against 
_ the negro. Ex-Governor James Johnson 
eoneludes the argument fur the negro to- 
~ day, Wm. J. Clement, white, and Rich- 
ard White, colored, ran for clerk of Chat- 
ham Superior Court. White was elected. 
and Clement seeks to displ ce him on the 
ground that White was a negro, and there- 
~ fore, ineligible to office. 

Jndge Schley ruled that the negro was 
ineligible to office, and the case was taken 
up. * 

Some minor questions were raised in- 
cluding the propriety of a continuance. 
the admission and exclusion of testimony, 
and privilege of argument. 

But the main interest and argument 
clustered around the great central ques- 
tion. 

We quote from the brief of counsel for 
the benefitof lawyers: 

The fact that White isa citizen of the 
United States does not necessarily confer 
on him the right to hold office. 19 Howard. 
422. 4 Dev. and Batt.26. 4 Wash C.C.R. 
381. 

Nor does the fact that the Constitution 
makes him a citizen confer the ri,ht, for 
the same Constitution makes women and 
children citizens. 

Nor does the fact that the Constitution 
of Georgia makes him an elector confer 
that right to hold office. 

Nor does the clause of the Code which 
declares the rights of 21 citizens, and 
among them mentions the right to hold 
Office, for another clause specifies the 
rights of persons of color, and does not 
mention the right to hold office. This lat- 
ter clause circumscribes the first by the 
rule of interpretation of the Statutes. 
Code, 1468, 1862. 1 Bishop on Crim. Law 
78. D. Warris on Statues 658, 692, 699, 703, 
707. 713.

Murder of Col. R. W. Flournoy. 


Our citizens were startled to hear yes- 
terday of the murder of Hon. R. W. Flour- 
noy, on Tuesday last. at his plantation near 
Saundersville,in Washington county. Mr. 
Flournoy, it will be remembered, was the 
Democratic Representative from Washing- 
ton county in the last General Assembly of 
the State. The sad news was brought to 
the city yesterday by Mr. Shoates. of the 
firm of Shoates, Brother & Dykes.of Dykes’ 
Station, who had just returned trom a vis- 
it to Washington county. He gives the 
following particulars in regard to the mur- 
der: 

On Tuesday morning last Mr. Flournoy 
remarked to his wife that his stock on the 
place and the crops were looking very 
badly, and that they were not receiving 
proper attention. He said this just as he 
was in the act of going out of the house. 
As was customary with him when going 
out, he took his pistol along with him. 
Soon after he left the house Mrs. F. heard a 
shot in the direction of the field where a 
negro was ploughing, and sent acolored 
woman out to ascertain the cause. In a 
short while she returned, statinz that Mr. 
Flournoy was killed and was lying in the 
tield. The alarm was immediately given 
and several persons hastened to the spot. 
where they found Mr. F. lying on the 
ground. shot through the head. He was 
still alive, but perfectly insensible. Upon 
his arms and hands were numerous bruises 
and bites, which indicated that he had just 
been engaged in a desperate struggle. The 
negro who was ploughing in the field tells 
tte improbable story. that he was asked a 
few questions by Mr. Flournoy when 
ploughing on that side of the field, and 
when he had again nearly crossed it, he 
heard a piatol fire, and, looking back, saw 
Mr. F. falling. 

The negro was arrested and lodged in 
jail, as his story will not bear investiga- 
tion. There were the marks of a violent 
scuffle, both upon the person of Mr. F. and 
also upon the ground, and itis not possi- 
ble that they could have been made within 
a hundred or two yards of the negro, and 
}that. too, in an open field, without his 

knowledge. The fact is,heand Mr. F. got 
into a scuffle, about the way things were 
going on, and in the scuffle, the negro got 
a of Mr. F’s. pistol and killed him 
with it. 

“Mr. F. lay im an insens'ble condition all
